elbows by defensive players should eliminate some unnecessary rough­ 
ness. 
There will be less knee work and piling up under the new rul­ 
ing making the ball dead u>hen the runner’s body strikes the ground. 
The new football armor will be easier on heads and shoulders. 
Good rules rigidly enforced will help, but the gridiron player’s best 
safeguards are thorough training under good supervision and expert 
coaching.

SAYS BIOLOGIST 
< International ¿News Service) 
PORTLAND, Ore., Feb. 19—An oy- 
ster is not as dum b as it seems ac­ 
cording to Dr. A. E. Hopkins, aqua­ 
tic biologist of the bureau of fish­ 
eries. 
He declared th a t in some respects 
the .succulent bivalve is superior to 
m an. 
“It is very probable th a t the oy­ 
ster m ay get more taste of the eater 
t ban the eater gets of tiie oyster, ’ 
Dr. Hopkins said, adding, however, 
th a t the oyster may not like the 
taste it gets of us as well as we like 
the oyster’s flavor. 
‘Tn m any respects the oyster is 
m an ’s equal; in others it is our su ­ 
perior” he declared. 
The sense of taste is one of the 
¿superiorities. 
Doctor 
Hopkins re ­ 
vealed th a t an oyster’s taste for 
quinine is forty tim es as sensitive as 
a m an ’s.

The 
anim als were observed and handled 
by the children. 
Even live snakes 
were passed from hand to hand, j 
The pupils learned about t lie cow 
and made butter, tasting it and the 
butterm ilk. 
There were field trips to the zoo. 
th e diary, the m eat m arket and the 
M useum of N atural History. Charts.; 
were mode for reading: art lessons 
v ere given during which tim e the 
children m ade pictures of anim als, 
booklets and pasters used in deco­ 
rating their schoolroom. 
Stories about anim als were w rit­ 
ten. 
W hen visitors came, each pu­ 


pil w ps eagt r to play the host or 
hostess and tell about his pet. 


B a rk of the whole project is the 
\y- *ed naturalist, Professor W il-j 
; n: Gould Vinal. whose articles in 
: ; .r m agazines some of my read­ 
ers may have come across. 
Dr. Vinal also has inspired his 
young women students wdio are pre­ 
paring to teach, to organize outside 
of school hours, anim al clubs among 
school children. 
One student, M ildred Freuhauf, 
told me. ior instance, about the club 
for boys from 12 to 15 th at she had 
organized. She had enlisted the in- I 
terest of a librarian. Outside the li­ 
brary she had put up a poster with 
the

frogs hatch their own eggs in their 
mouths? 
T w enty-three bovs came 
to her first m eeting, am ong th e m !

A fter a few m eetings a letter 
came to Miss F’reuhauf from the 
principal; “Please keep these boys 
in the club. 
The good influence is 
very m arked." 
' They just ate snakes up," Miss 
F reuhauf ventured to say in slang. 
“I had been afraid of snakes, though 
I d idn’t tell anyone of my fear. I set 
to work in the laboratory to over­ 
come this fear. I won. 
At the club 
I showed the boys how' to ‘charm ’ a 
snake by holding it gently in one 
hand and covering it softly in the 
other. 
The boys w anted to do the 
same and did so in turn." 


Mast 
parents would 
accomplish 
m uch if they were able to keep from 
scream ing and acting like m aniacs j 
when their children bring home a j 
snake or lizard or turtle. 
U nfortu- j

Spinach and lettuce seed are both

“Many people do not understand ! 
the meaning of the number of bac- I 
teria in milk. It is the way we mea­ 
sure the amount of dirt in the milk. 
Bacteria live and grow on the small 
particle of dirt and while we cannot 
measure the dirt w’e can count the 
bacteria.” 
This is the opening paragraph in 
the report of Dr. W. L. Steen, city 
health officer in dealing with the 
examination of milk conducted dur­ 
ing January wdien 40 samples of milk 
sold here was examined.

“Good clean milk should contain 
! less than 2.5,000 bacteria per c.c. 
Milk that contains more than 100,000 
bacteria is classed insanitary, un- 
whole.^ome and its sale liere is pro- . 
hibited” the report declare«s.

Modoc Lava Beds 
Reveal Relic Of 
Indian Campaign 


Bullets And Brass Ornaments 
Are Picked Up On 
Grounds 


(International Newt. Service) 
ALTURAS. Cai., Feb. 19,—Tramp­ 
ing across the Modoc Lava Beds a 
young Indian. Harrison Wilson, of ■ 
the Pit River Indian tribe, picked up 
several bullets, a brass ornament 
from a United States soldier’s cap 
and a knapsack buckle. 
On the cap was the insignia of 
Troop G, First U. S. Cavalry. The 
buckle bore the date 1867. They 
were relics of one of the most hectic 
and violent Indian campaigns in the j 
history of the American occupation 
of the West. The wearer of that cap 
and knapsack no doubt fell before 
the war party of Captain Jack, a 
young Modoc chief, whase raids in 
1872 and 1873 stirred the entire na­ 
tion. 
Against 
their 
will 
the 
Modoc 
Indians, whose tribal home was on 
the shore of Tuie Lake, had been 
moved to the Klamath Reservation 
early in 1872. A short time later, i 
150 braves under the leadership of , 
Captain Jack, young Modoc chief­ 
tain. left the reservation and secret- ; 
ed themselves in the many caves in 
lava beds, from which they made 
sorties into the surrounding country, 
slaughtering 
the 
whites, 
burning 
homes and pillaging villages. 
Time and again they repulsed 
troops sent against them, finally 
completely routing 
a 
large 
force 
in the historic battle of “Captain 
Jack’s 
Stronghold." 
described 
by 
Colonel Wheaton in his report as j 
“the strongest natural pasition he 
had ever seen.” 
As a result of the defeat Wash- , 
ington ordered a parley and a peace j 
commission headed by Brig. Gen. 
Edward S . Canby, met Captain Jack j 
under a flag of truce. Despite the
